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GOP Jobseekers Slated To Find Few Seats On Gravy Train 


WASHINGTON (ffi — Offices of 
Republican senators are being 
swamped with letters from job 
seekers eager to get on the fed­ 
eral payroll after 20 GOP years 
in the political wilderness. 
The senators say they are 
amazed. They had not looked for 
such a rush in a time of general­ 
ly booming business. 
Many of the senators say pri­ 


vately they are sure most of the 
would-be federal employes are 
going to be disillusioned, not only 
with the limited number of job 
openings but also with the pay 
and qualifications. 
Most of the letters asked about 
the approximately 40,000 post­ 
masterships scattered throughout 
the country. 
One senator said his corres­ 


pondents were surprised to learn 
these posts now are under civil 
service and that there is no lim­ 
itation on the terms of the incum­ 
bents. 
Postmasters now are named 
“without term.“ An aide to one 
GOP senator said he had been 
advised that this could be con­ 
strued that the officials serve at 
the pleasure of the President and

Her­ 
bert Brownell, attorney general- 
designate, has been handling top- 
level appointments but has not 
asked to receive applications for 
routine jobs, this senator said.

GOP senators who have been 
boning up on patronage give these 
reasons why they think many job 
hunters are going to be disap­ 
pointed:

Federal jobs at these levels 
are available now, as there is as 
much as a 35 per cent annual 
turnover. 
Living costs In Washington are 
so high that many persons actu­ 
ally would lose money in coming 
to the capital. 
A very high percentage of the 
million federal civilian jobs 


are protected by chrfl service er 
some form of merit system. 
About 95 per cent of them are» 
the Civil Service Commission es­ 
timates. 
The approximately 179,900 gov­ 
ernment jobs which are net un­ 
der civil service are mostly small 
ones, and many also are techni­ 
cal positions for which the aver­ 
age job applicant cannot qualify.

Panel Drafts New Poll Law, 
But Few Changes Expected 


WASHINGTON UP — A 
special 
House committee today started 
drafting proposed changes in the 
federal election laws, but the odds 
appeared to be against anything be­ 
ing done about them by the next 
session of Congress. 
At least, nothing has been done 
In a major way in the election 
law field for more than a decade, 
despite biennial arguments of 
politicians 
and 
congressional 
remmlttees that something ought 
to be done. 
This year's committee, headed 
by Rep. Boggs (D-La), held a week 
of hearings during which there was 
widespread support for changes in 
present law in the light of newer 
and more streamlined campaign­ 
ing methods. 
Particularly, there was strong 
sentiment for lifting of the present 
ceiling of three million dollars on 
the money a political committee 
may raise and spend in one year, 
and boosting limits that individuals 
may contribute and that candidates 
for Congress may spend. These 
ceilings have been the same since 
1939.

WITNESSES representing both 
big political parties were in agree­ 
ment during the hearings that the 
present spending ceiling has caus­ 
ed the creation of numerous inde­ 
pendent committees, each of which 
can spend up to the limit. 
Estimates of the total spent on 
the 1952 national campaign run as 
high as 100 million dollars, despite

Putnam Seeks

All industry members erf the 
board, along with their colleagues 
on at least two of the 14 regional 
wage boards(Boston and Chicago) 
quit in angry protest to what they 
called “political expediency” in 
President Truman’s handling of the 
coal wage case 
The chairman of industry mem­ 
bers on the Kentucky-Ohio regional 
board said Sunday he will recom­ 
mend his members resign too. 
The law says the wage board can 
operate only with equal represen­ 
tation of members representing in­ 
dustry, labor and the public.

DEFENSE Mobilizer Henry Fow­ 
ler said Sunday he believed indus­ 
try, after “24 or 48 hours reflec­ 
tion,” will decide to co-operate with 
the government program to stabil­ 
ize wages. He said he believed it 
to be “utterly inconsistent” that in­ 
dustry, which must pay wages, 
would not participate in a wage 
stabilization program. 
AFL President George Meany de­ 
clared that a foldup of the WSB 
may result in protest strikes by un­ 
ions if a way is not found to clear 
a logjam of pending wage agree­ 
ments. There are about 12,000 such 
cases before the board, and Meany 
said he believed Truman could 
solve the situation by giving blank­ 
et approval of all of them. 
One thing appeared certain: 
Unions which now have wage pe­ 
titions before the H’SB are not 
likely to take wage cuts lying 
down.

The Stoutsville community also 
passed through a rigorous time 
over the weekend, with the end 
result that Stoutsville schools 
have been closed for one week as 
a precaution. 
Last Friday evening, Norma Jean 
Fetheroif, 27-months, daughter of 
Mr. and Mrs. Fred Fetlmrolf, was 
rushed into Children’s hospital and 
placed into an iron lung. 
And early Saturday her mother, 
31, and three of her sisters were 
rushed into the hospital for tests to 
determine whether they might have 
contracted the disease. They were 
returned to their home, however, 
when tests proved negative.

Most of the letters asked about 
the approximately 40,000 post­ 
masterships scattered throughout 
the country. 
One senator said his corres­ 


pondents were surprised to learn 
these posts now are under civil 
service and that there is no lim­ 
itation on the terms of the incum­ 
bents.

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WASHINGTON UPT-The Supreme 
Court today will be asked to give 
^ a historic answer to the greatest 
* 
social importance on this question: 
Should there be an end to separate 
schools for white and Negro chil­ 
dren everywhere 
in the United 
States? 
The South awaits the outcome 
gravely 
but not 
only 
Southern 
states are involved. Five cases of 
school segregation—in South Caro­ 
lina, Virginia, Delaware, Kansas 
and the District of Columbia—will 
^ be laid in the court’s lap. 
Lawyers, some of the most dis­ 
tinguished, will argue on both sides 
before the nine justices. The court 
will give its decision some time 
in 1953. It could, as it has in the 
past on other kinds of segregation, 
avoid 
giving 
a 
flat, final and 
sweeping opinion. 
At the heart of this struggle is 
the 14th Amendment, which says 
% all citizens must be treated equal­ 
ly. Over half a century ago a 
railroad in Louisiana forced Ne­ 
groes to ride in the back, or Jim 
Crow section, of its trains. 
When protest was made to the 
Supreme Court on the grounds that 
this kind of separation, or segre­ 
gation, of the Negroes violated the 
equal treatm ent clause of the 14th 
Amendment, the court gave a far- 
reaching opinion in 18%. 
^ 
It said separate treatm ent for 
Negroes was not unconstitutional 
so long as they received equal 
treatm ent. This became known as 
the “separate but equal” doctrine. 
It left states everywhere free to 
pass segregation laws. 
And no court in the 56 years 
since then has overturned that 
principle. In recent years the court 
has knocked out segregation on in- 
Q terstate buses and trains but only 
because, it ruled, the Negroes were 
not getting equal treatm ent. 
And in 1950 the court said Texas 
and Oklahoma must let Negroes 
into their graduate schools but 
again only on the grounds that 
the Negro schools were not equal 
to those for Whites. The court did 
not say forcing the Negroes into 
separate schools was unconstitu- 
tional. 
^ 
Now the court is being asked to 
say, once for all, that separation 
is unlawful, even when treatm ent 
is equal. The cases from Dela­ 
ware, Kansas, Virginia and South 
Carolina 
all 
involve 
the 
14th 
Amendment. The case from the 
District of Columbia is a little 
different although all five are be­ 
ing presented to the court in one 
bundle.

Several colleges with big-time teams are 
not too happy about the arrangement eith­ 
er, which also reflects the attitude of the 
Washington television controllers. 
According to Washington scuttlebut, Un­ 
cle Sam is planning to do something about! 
it, and soon probably in the guise of formal 
charges against the collegiate association 
for violation of antimonopoly statutes. The 
NCAA defends the plan on the ground that 
there is no other way to protect gate re­ 
ceipts for college football as a whole. Gov­ 
ernment attorneys have already let it be 
known they regard the setup as monopolis­ 
tic. 
Member colleges of the NCAA will have 
a chance to reconsider their position when 
the organization holds its annual conven 
tion in Washington next month. Perhaps, in 
addition to finances, they will give some 
thought to higher education’s moral posi­ 
tion in the matter—not to mention the pro­ 
gram ’s impact on collegiate commercial­ 
ism. 


Henry J. Taylor, the commentator, is a 
gregarious gentleman given to liking the 
human kind, which may be a virtue. So we 
were arguing the point one day mid snow 
and ice on a street corner. 
Henry Taylor sharply criticized my view 
that I cannot get too excited about any 
man, while I can grow enthusiastic about 
conduct. The great of the earth may turn 
out to be miserable creatures, while t h e 
small may, by their conduct, be monumen­ 
tal human beings. The same day, within an 
hour of our debate, I listened to a simple 
taxi driver lecture me on the virtue of a 
bank loan to consumer credit in language 
clear, technical and adroit. 
The conversation 
led me to 
re-read 
Thomas Carlyle’s very important essay on 
Sir Walter Scott. Carlyle believed in great 
men and he expounds brilliantly on t h e 
subject. He says: 


\ 
* * 
* . . .Show the dullest clodpole, s h o w 
the haughtiest featherhead, that a soul 
higher than himself is actually here; were 
his knees stiffened into brass, he m u s t 
down and worship.’ So it has been writ­ 
ten. , 


So much for Carlyle. I have often won­ 
dered how that squares with the dictum of 
John Adams that ours is “A government of 
laws and not of men.” Somehow, J o h n 
Adams, our second President, makes more 
sense to me. I cannot put my trust in 
princes, whether they come to their emi­ 
nence by heredity or by election. The law 
is a sounder rock upon which to build than 
the infallibility of great men. 
How truly great is any man! We are still 
appraising Napoleon and Peter the Great; 
we are just beginning to understand Dis­ 
raeli and Bismarck. Only recently, Peter 
Tchaikovsky came into view as a person­ 
ality by the publication of his letters. What 
do we know of that complex personality, 
Franklin D. Roosevelt? Is it what Robert 
Sherwood tells us or what Westbrook Peg- 
Jer tells us? Is it the adulation of those 
who benefited by his favor or the excorcia- 
tion of those who were revolted by his con­ 
duct? 


I think of Harry Truman who is about to 
pass from history to privacy. I like Harry 
Truman, although as a columnist I rarely 
spoke well of his doings. The simple mor­ 
ality with which he surrounded his life, 
even in greatness, appealed to my own con­ 
cept of the institution of the family. Yet 
he never grasped the nature of a constitu­ 
tional government in which the law, not I 
the whims of men, should prevail. 
Truman will not receive small mention 
in our history because the events of his 
era were too important. He will be accused 
of having lost a war by diplomacy which 
our country had won by force of arms. But 
did he lose it or did he find it lost when he 
was catapulted into the Presidency? Years 
of scholarly research by competent and 
honest scholars may produce the evidence 
if all the documentation of the case from 
1938 to 1952 were made available.

DIET AND HEALTH 


Many Different 
In Treating The

JUST about everyone has his 
Own favorite “wart cure." There 
Is probably no disease with more 
suspected cures and household 
remedies, most of which don’t 
work. Probably few people could 
tell you th a t most warts are 
caused by a virus infection. 
The cure of the common w art Is 
sometimes very easy, and some­ 
times highly difficult. Many times 
these growths disappear by them ­ 
selves. In other cases, all types of 
treatm ent fail to help. 
Occur Many Places 
W arts can be transm itted from 
one person to another, though it 
is unknown why some people con­ 
tract them from others and some 
do not. 
Any part of the skin and lips 
can produce a wart, the most fre­ 
quent spot being on the hand. The 
sole of the foot and the face are 
other very common locations. 
W arts can be painful on the sole 
of the foot, for they are easily 
Irritated. 
Some doctors believe th a t warts 
are due to some psychological dis­ 
turbance and claim they can be 
removed by giving the person 
psychological treatm ent. 
Caustics such as silver nitrate 
and cauteries are usually used to 
remove warts. However, these 
methods may leave scars and can 
be painful. 
Recently it has been found th a t 
the use of frozen carbon dioxide 
gas—dry Ice—Is very effective in 
removing warta fairly perm a-

nently. This is a very painless 
method and produces very little 
scar. 
A not too common method is 
the use of a small surgical spoon. 
Usually the physician freezes the 
wart with a local anesthetic, such 
as ethyl chloride. He then quickly 
spoons out the w art with this spe­ 
cial instrum ent. Usually there Is 
some bleeding which is quickly 
checked. 
This method of removing a 
w art will cause the least am ount 
of recurrence and prove less pain­ 
ful to the patient. The scar will 
be very small, if there is any. 
It is im portant to take care of 
aJU warts for they can change into 
cancers if not removed. 
In dealing with warts on the 
sole of the foot the cure has to be 
more radical, and usually takes 
several treatm ents for complete 
removal. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
C. H.: My little girl, who is 11, 
has grown hair on her upper lip, 
and on her arms and legs. Other­ 
wise, she is normal. Would you 
recommend having this hair re­ 
moved now? 
Answer: It would be well to 
wait until your child passes 
through puberty before any treat­ 
m ent such as electrolysis is a t­ 
tempted. Many times this hair 
disappears a t the time of sexual 
m aturity. Sometimes a disorder 
of one of the endocrine glands, 
known as the adrenal glands, 
may be the cause of this trouble.

al violently controversial issues 
may disappear from the Ameri­ 
can political scene with the next 
few years, as completely as the 
question of Prohibition. They will 
disappear because recent studies 
show that they have more super­ 
ficial than real importance, and 
partially because the public mood 
has shifted on these problems. 
In the order of their impact

the politics of the last 20 years, 
they involve such matters as fair 
employment practices, l a b o r - 
management relations and expan­ 
sion of public versus private pow­ 
er.

In only six instances 
did desisting orders have to be is­ 
sued.

The 
Brotherhood of Electrical Work­ 
ers, CIO, has condemned govern­ 
ment expansion in formal resolu­ 
tions, The unions say they get a 
better deal from private industry 
than from Uncle Sam.

He is also anxious to organize 
the facilities he has for

And. above all, he wants to point 
out the inherent goodness of chil­ 
dren everywhere and the place 
they will hold in the American I 
scene not so many years ahead. 
Holding to the belief usually as- ' 
sociated with famed Boys Town of 
Nebraska, Koch in his own version 
claims: 
“ There’s really no such thing as 
a mean kid.” 
He contends all children, beneath

It requires 
time and planning to carry out 
any major decision.

launching of a gigantic offensive 
by the million-man Chinese Red 
Army. The Korean landscape is 
forbidding enough in summer. In 
winter its frozen hills form even 
more terrible obstacles to wide­ 
spread offensive operations.
